India. 

CALCUTTA, April 12.—Tne Viceroy will 
start for Simla on the 12thinstant. It appears 
he has placed his resignation in the hands of 
the Secretary of State, but is prepared to re- 
tain his oflice until the arrival of his succes- 
sor. 

Abourrahman Khan is still at Kundase. 
It is expected that if the Afghan tribes make 
a stand the place chosen will probably be be- 
tween Shahjui and Mukeer.

LONDON, April 12.—The seven hundred 
men, boys, women, giris, priests and foreign- 
ers sacriticed at Mandalay for the restoration 
of the King’s health, were buried alive, not 
‘‘hurned,’* under the towers of the city 
walls. 

The following is an explanation of the hor- 
ror: Whenacity is built in Burmah, human 
sacrifices are offered. A new monarch usually 
has anewecapital, and the evil spirits are ir- 
ritated. There has been no change of capi- 
tal, and, the virtue of the old sacrifices being 
Zone, to appease the evil spirits the astrolo- 
gers declared it necessary to offer 700 lives.

The Sending ofa War Vessel to Linion 
Bay — Cadet Whittaker — Religious 


Notes. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 12.—A letter 1s published 
in the Times on the sending of a United States 
war vessel to Linion Bay and the Gulf of Du- 
lee, respectively, situated on the Atlafitic and 
Pacific Coast, United States of Col- 
umbia. It Says: “The clue to 
the whole thing is traceable’ to 
one Ambrose W. Thompson, of Philadelphia, 
and his too-willing dupe,the Secretary of the 
Navy, and adds, “Secretary Thompson is 
said to be a relative of Ambrose W. Taomp- 
son, and was his counsel and legal adviser be- 
fore he took a seat in President ILayes’ Cab- 
inet. If this be so, an investiga- 
tion should, by all means, be 
had.“ The Ambrose Thompson named 
above claims the right to dispose of the wa- 
ters and strip of land on the isthmus con- 
necting them under a grant from the Colum- 
bian Government; but the advocates of the 
Lesseps canal project, of whom C. is an ar- 
dent one, insist that the grant, was 
forfeited, the conditions stipulated 
not being complied with. One 
scandal affecting Secretary Thompson does 
not suffice the insatiate C,. who incorporates 


in a letter the statement of a Washington cor- 


respondent that William M. Evarts, while in 
London in 1867, gave a written opinion tothe 
effect that the Thompson title tothe land ia 
question rested on a secure and solid fouada- 
tion and is indisputable. C. gives this warn- 
ing to the United States.

Jay Gould Will Have to Pay 8920, 


000 to the City of St. Louis. 


The Suit of the City Against the Mo. 
Pacific Railroad Decided To-Day. 


Crigin of the Case—Frank Bowman’s 
Big Haul—Jay Gould’s Option. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—The Supreme 
Court has decided the suit of the Citv of St. 
Louis against the Misseuri Pacific Railroad 
Company in favor of the former, which gives 
St. Louis nearly a cool million. 


A Cool Million. 

By the above dispach it will be seen that the 
city has at length won its suit againt the Mis- 
sour! Pacific Railroad. The decision in favor 
of the city virtually gives it about $920,000, 


or nearly one million. 
ORIGIN OF THE SUIT. 

In 1804 the Confederate forces moved into 
Missouri under Gen. Price and occupied 
large portions of the Pacific Railroad, and 
their line reached within fifteen miles of St. 
Louis. Before falling back before the Federai 
forces they destroyed station houses, brigges, 
tracks, ete., so that in the fall of 186 the 
Pacifie Railroad found itself with an uncom- 
pleted road which it was impossible to ope- 
rate. Ihe State at thattime had no credit or 
monev to loan the company; it had defaulted 
its interest bonds for years. The compapy it- 
self had nocredit. Its revenues were inthe 
hands of a fund commissioner, appointed by 
the State and as a last resource the company 
applied tothe County Court of St. Louis 
county. and asked a loan of 700 county bonds 
at $1,000 each (or in plain terms 5700. 000), 
the preceeds of which were to be applied tc 
repairirg ard renewiog the road. Ia Janu- 
ary, 1865, the Legislature passed an act au- 
thorizing the county of St. Louis to loan 700 
bonds of 5 1.000 each to the _ Pacific 
Railroad Company, and provided in 
the act that the Pacific tsiiroad 
company or Whatsoever persons into whose 
bands its revenues should come, saould every 
month pay into the County Treasury $4,000, 
and inthe month of December 95, 000, mak- 
ing the amount $49,000 a year ioterest until 
the bonds were paid off by the Pacific Riil- 
road. ‘The bonds were issued in May, 1865, 
were sold by the company end from 
that time until the appointment of the receiv- 
ers by the United States Circuit Court when 
thethizd mortgage on the read was foreclosed, 
inthe summer o/,1876, the company regulariv 
paid its interest monthly into the county 
treasury. 

THE CONTEST IN THE COURTS. 

After the road passed into the hands of the 
receivers. of course the payment of the inter- 
est ceased, andthe county of St. Louis then 
appeared in the Federal Court as an interven- 
ipg petitioner and asked that if the road 
be sold under the mortgage, that it be sold 
subject to this claim and the payment of the 
interest. The United States Circuit Court 
sustained that view, and made a decree that 
whoever bought under the foreciosure pro— 
ceedings should buy subject tothe claim of 
the ccunty, and established the claim 
as a lien on the road supe- 
rior to other liens then existing. The 
road was sold under the mortgage and pur- 
chased by the Garrison interest, and by them 
sold to Jay Gould this present winter. After 
Commocore Garrison had purchased the road 
he appealed from the cecree of the United 
States Circuit Court to the United States Su- 
bleme Court. The appeal was taken before 
Gculd bought the road. The case was sreued 
in Washington about the middle of last 
January by Mr. Breadheadand Mr. Day for

THE DECISION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 12.—A decision 
was rendered by the Supreme Court of the 
United States ta-day in the case of Geo. 
E. Ketchum et al. vs. the county 
of . Louis, intervenor, qrought 
here by appeal from the Circuit Court of the 
United States for the Eastern District of Mis- 
souri. The Court holds, first, that the act of 
the General Assembly of Missouri approved 
January 7, 1865, under authority of 
which St. Louis County issued its bonds to 
the extent of $700,000, and loaned to the Pa- 
cific Railroad Company of Missouri, created, 
when accepted by the _ railroad com- 
pany and county, an equity lien 
or charge in favor of the county 
upon the earnings of the railroad to the ex- 
tent necessary to meet the interest upon the 
bonds as it should become due, such pay- 
ments and lien to continue until the bonds 
skould be paid off; second 
that this equitable lien or 
charge exists and is enforceable 
against the funds in the hands of the Re- 
ceiver against the purchaser under decree of 
foreclosure heretofore rendered, and against 
whomsoever may hold the property 
or have the custody of its 
The judgment of the court below 
is affirmed. Justice Hanlan delivered the 
opinion, Justices Strong aud Bradiey dissent- 
ing. 


FORTY-SIXTH CONGRESS. 


Senate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 12.— Senator 
Pendleton, from the Confereuce Committee 
on Disagreeing Votes of the two Houses on 
the cent us Lill, reported that the result of the 
conferer ce was that the statistics regarding 
the ownership of the public debt be 
taken by special agents instead 
of enumerators; tnat copies of returns be not 
sent to ofticers of various States; that Alaska 
be included in the census and 
that verious other minor changes be 
made in the bill. The amount appropriated is 
reduced from $350,000 to $125,000. The re- 
port was laid aside temporarily to allow its 
examination by Senator Edmunds. 

Senator Ferry introduced a bill to regulate 
the promotion and fix the rank of line oflicers 
of tbe army. Referred. 

The Geneva award bill was informally taken 
up for the purpose of allowing senator 
McDonald, who has to leave town to-dav, 
to speak upon it. Senator McDonald 
supperted his substitute fer the bill reported 
by the Committee on Judiciary. The substitute 
makes the first class of claims those result— 
ingirom damages by Confederate cruisers; 
second, the class of claims for 2 per cent ad- 
ditional interest on former awards; third, 
claims fer reimbursement for war risks. 
It also allows interest at six instead of 
four per cent on judgments hereafter 
rer dered. He contenaed that the award 
fund is a national indemnity, collected by the 
United States as a nation from Great Britain 
as a nation. It was not merely an award for 
Gamages but satisfaction of a national claim.

‘The Investigation To-Day—Fitzgerald 
Still at Large. 


— 


The inquest on the body of Michael Nest- 
man, who was shot and instantly killed by 
Wm. Fitzgerald, was conducted this afternoon 
at the Coroner's office. The time set for the 
investigation was 11 O' clock this morning, but, 
owing to a difficulty in procuring the jurors, 
the examination was not commenced until 1 
o’clock this afternoon. At that hour, the re- 
quisite number of jurymen having been se- 
cured, the witnesses and members of the 
Coroner’s Board proceeded to the Morgue, 
where the body of the murdered man was 
partially «exposed to view. 

Prominent among the witnesses to the 
homicide was Mrs. Nestman, the widow of 
the murdered man. She was clothed in the 


deepest mourning, and by her appearance 
‘and grief during the trying ordeal gave evi- 
dence of being duly impressed with her great 
affliction. At the Morgue, when the covering 
was removed from the inanimate form of Mi- 
chael Nestman, the widow's anguish was 
touching in the extreme. After the witness- 
es and jurors had taken the necessary oath in 
the presence of the corpse, the 
procession re-formed and returned to the Cor- 
oner’s oflice, where the testimuny as to the 
murder was commenced. 
' THE PARTICULARS 

of the tragic event, Which occurred yesterday 
morning at the home ofthe deceased, No. 1151 
Benton street, are too fresh in the public 
mind to require a detailed account. The two 
families occupied the same house, the Fitz- 
ceralds, consisting of the murderer, his wife 
and two children, having the second floor, 
while the lower floor was rented by the Nest- 
Yauns. The former is a painter, and has 
heretofore had a good reputation. ‘The de- 
ceased Was a meat peddler, and was reported 
to be in comfortable circumstances. 

The two families had had some trouble 
about the use of a hallway on the tirst floor, 
causing the trouble which resulted in the 
killing yesterday morning. The immediate 
eause of the homicide, however, was the 
placing of some tubs in the vicinitv of the 
hydrant by the Fitzgeralds. The Nestmans 
removed them and a fuss ensued. The row 
occurred Saturday night and was continued 
yesterday morning. Nestman was dared to 
move the tubs, and straightway placed them 
under the steps. Fitzgerald, who was stand- 
ing on the upper poreb, fired at Nestman. The 
ot took effect in the breast and produced 
instant death. Fitzgerald, after firing the 
fatal shot, returned to his apartments and 
threw down his pistel. He picked up his hat 
and deparied, saying to his wife that he was 
coing to give himself up tothe ofticers. Ata 
late hour this afternoon he had not done so, 
nor had the oflicers been able to effecc his ar- 
rest, although busily engaged in discovering 
his whereabouts. It is thought that he is 
secreted in the city, and his arrestisonly a 
question of time.

Then Mr. Nestman went to the 
house agent to complain, and the agent prom— 
ised to senda man to put the door up again, 
hut no one came. Mr. Nestman on one occas: 
ion told Mr. Fitzgerald that if he had any com- 
plaint to make he should net abuse his (Nest— 
man's) wife, but shouki come to him 
(Nestman) and talk about it. Thus the 
matter stood until last Saturday night. 

At S o'clock I was sitting in our kitchen, 
where 1 could look out into the yard, and I 
heard thr water running from the hydrant, 
o knew somebody was there. Mrs. Nest- 
man went out to throw some water into the 
drain-pipe near the hydrant, but Fitzzerald’s 
tub was standing over the drain. Fitzgerald 
was at the hydrant and they had a few words. 
She called for her husband, who was in the 
sitting-room, and he went out. He told Fitz- 
gerald that he did not want him to be always 
quarreling with Mrs. Nestman, and that if he 
wanted to tight he ought to fight a man and 
nota woman. He said he was man enough 
for Fitzgerald. I think they both used rough 
words, and 1 heard Nestman say that the yard 
was big enough for them to fight it out. This 
was the second time I ever heard any con- 
troversy between the two men. Fitzgerald 
and threw a tin cup at 
Nestman, cutting him on the lip. 
did not see this, but Nestman told me of it. 
The next morning at S o' clock Nestman and 1 
went out to the stable. A few moments later 
we started back tothe house for breakfast. 
While we were walkingacross the yard,we saw 
Fitzgerald in his shirt sleeves. on the porch 
up-stairs. Ile said. Are you ready to fight. 
now?“ Nestman said, I don’t want to go up 
there to fight; come down inthe yard, there 
is plenty of room.“ Fitzgerald then said, I 
dare you now to move my washtub from un- 
ler the hydrant.“ Nestman replied, Do 
vou dare me?

He then 
‘ook the washtub with both uands from where 
stood and moved it about seven feet away.

The Republican Primaries To- night in 
the Hands of Filley and His Friends— 
Some Strife Anticipated. 

Mass meetings will be held in each of the 
twenty-eight wards this evening under the 
auspices of the Republican City Central Com- 
mittee for the purpose of selecting an aggre- 
gate of sixty-seven delegates to attend the 
Republican convention to be held at Sedalia 
on Wednesday. There is every prospect of 
the bitterest strife in the localities where a 
strong anti-Grant feeling exists. The callfor 
mass meetings was in itself a triumph 
for the“ machine,“ as represented by Mr. 
Filley, and as carried out on that occasion by 
Mr. Resenblatt. The Westliche Post interest 
demanded that delegates to Sedalia be selected 
at ward conventions composed of delegates 
elected at precinct meetings, and urged that 
in this manner the voice of the people would 
find free expression and not be stifled, as has 
been the case, by hired strikers in a packed 
ward meeting. This proposition was de- 
feated in the committee by a vote of 20 to9, 
andthe order for old-fashioned mass meet- 
ings obtained by the same vote. Mr. Filley 
was not seen at that meeting, (but 
he naturally took charge of affairs the 
next day, and ever since the Seigmund 
Brethers, Henry Erb and others of his old 
stand-bys have been going from ward to 
ward putting up the meetings for to- night. 
The intention is to pledge each ward delega- 
tion to vote in the convention for Chauccey I. 
Filley, our delegate at large to Chicago. The 
‘*machine’’ is pot at ail diflident about de- 
claring its intentions. The Westliche Post 
has been calling for days past upon 
the best citizens to turn out at the 
meetings to-night. The morning publication 
which represeuts the Grant movement, coolly 
advised the managers of the ward meetings to 
refuse all anti-Grant men a hearing at the 
primaries. There is no question but that 
Filley bas put up things with his accustomed 
shrewdness, and opposition is to be simply 
rode over rough shod. 

Take the Second Ward forinstanee. The 
meeting is to be held in a hall at 
1015 Christy avenue, where none 
but negroes assemble. A . sufficient 
force bas been organized to fill the hall by 7 
o’clock, and a cut and dried ticket wili be 
hustled through in less time than it takes to 
tell it. 

Twenty-four of the primaries are purpose- 
lv called in saloons to prevent the presence of 
the more respectable people of the wards. 

In the German wards, where the opposition 
to Grant end Filley is strong, there will be des- 
perate eflorts made to send uninstructed or 
Blaine delegates. Tilley is, however, ap- 
prised of this, and will rally his forces where 
the danger of defeat is greatest. 

The prospects are that at least in five 
wards, that anti-Grant delegates will be elect- 
ed. It is, however, the intention of forcing 
the unit rule in the St. Louis deleyation, 
Which makes the case of the anti-boomers al- 
most helpless.

ANT YEARS’ REGICIDES. 


Attdmpts to Assassinate Sovereigns 
/pince 1850—A Bloody Record. 
[From the Manchester Examiner. J 


A paper published at Berne has compiled a 
lidt of allthe known attempts at assassination 
that have been made since 1850, under the 
‘ading : Recent Regicides,’’ a term which, 
however expressive, is scarcely accurate, inas- 
mch as the compilation includes attempts on 
the\lives of magistrates and statesmen, as well 

as ok the lives of Princes and potentates. 
The fitst crime recorded in this register is the 
attempt made in May, 1850, by the Westpha- 
lian, Safelage, to shoot the King of Prussia, to 
the cry of Liberty for all’? Oa June 28, of 
the same year, Robert Pate, a retired Lieu- 
‘tenant of Ilussars, struck the Queea of 
Engiand with a cane—an assault, certainly, 
but not an assault with intent to kill. In 
October, 1852, a conspiracy to biow up Louis 
Napoleon with an infernal machine coutaining 
1,500 projectiles was frustrated by the activ- 
ity of the police. Oa February 17, 1853, the 
Emperor of Austria was stabbeiin the back 
by a Hungarian shoemaker of the name of 
Libeny. On the dth of July following a sec- 
ond attempt was made onthe life of Louis 
Napoleon, on his way to the Opera Comite. 
On March 20, 185, Ferdinand Charles III.. 
Duke of Parma, was stabbed by an unknown 
hand. Part ofthe dagger remained in the 
wound which it inflicted, and the Duke died 
after twenty-three hours of terrible suffering. 
The murderer escaped. Inu 18585, the Itatian 
Pianori shot twice at the French Emperor io 
the Tuileriesgarden. In March, 1850, a Span- 
jard ofthe name of Raimond Fuemes was 
arrested just as he was in the act of firing a 
pistol at his sovereign, and the execution of 
his murderous design prevented. Ou Vecem- 
ber 8, in the S me year, Fer— 
dinand .. King of the ‘Two 
Sicilies, was attacked at a review by one of 
his own soldiers, Woo wounded him with bis 
bayonet. In 1857 the Italian conspirators, 
Tibaldi, Bartoletti and Grellig arrived in 
Paris witn tbe intention of mufFdering the 
Emperor, but fell into the bands of the police 
before their design could be carried into exe- 
eution. On January 14 of the following year 
Orsini, Gomes, Pieri and Radio made their 
famous attempt to blow up the Emperor and 
Empress with bombshells on their way to the 
Opera. Their Majesties escaped with some 
sligbt contusions, but more tuan 10) persons 
of their escort were killed and wounded. In 
December, 1865, another attempt on the life 
of Napoleon was made by a:band of Itaſiaa 
assassins. The attempt failed and the would- 
be murderers were captured. ‘The same year 
the then Queen of Greece was wounded bya 
pisto! shot fired by the student Dosios. On 
the 14th of April, 1865, President Lincola 


was murdered in Ford’s Theater at 
Washington, and Secretary Seward dan- 
gerously wounded, by the actor Booth. 


A year later almost to a day the Emperor of 
Russia was shot at by a man of good position 
of the name of P'etrouik in the garden of his 
palace at St. Petersburg. A peasant who 
struck up Petrouik’s pistol, and so turned the 
shot aside, and in ail probability saved the 
Emperor’s life, was rewarded with a title of 
nobility and the commission of a captain ia 
the army. The month afterward, or, to be 
precise, in May, 1866, Eugene Cohen fired 
five shots at Bismarck while the latter was 
walking Unter den Linden, in Berlin, one of 
which struck and slightly wounded the great 
Minister. On qune 10, 1808, Prince Michael, of 
Servia, and a lady of his family were brutally 
murdered inthe park of Topeider. In 1872 
Bismarck’s life was againfattempted, this time 
by a man of the name of Westerwelle, and in 
1874, yet again, this time by Kullmann, at 


Kissingen. On August 6, 1875, the 
Fresident of the Republic of 
Ecuador, Gabriel Garcia Moreno, 


was murdered in the Government House ac 
Quito, and in April, 1877, a similar fate be- 
fell the President of the Republic of Para- 
guay. On May 11, 1878, the German Emperor 
was shotat by Hoedel, andonJune 2, less 
than a month later, by Nobiling, receiving on 
the later occasion wounds by which bis life 
was seriously endangered. Nobiliog killed 
himself in prison, while Hoede! perished on 
the scaffold. On October 25 of the same year 
an attempt to assassinate the King of Spain 
was made by the Socialist Moncas, who, tak- 
en red-handed, paid with his life the penalty 
Ok bis crime. Less than a month thereafter, 
Nov. 17, the life of “King Humbert, of Italy, 
was attempted by Passanante, whose sentence 
of death was commuted, at his Majesty's own 
instance, to one of perpetual imprisonment. 
Last year, as will be fresh in the memory of 
all, the Emperor of Russia had two narrow 
escapes from death at the hands of his Nihil- 
ist subjects, and the closing day of the old 
year witnessed the latest essay at regicide at 
present on record, tbe attempt of Otero to 
shoot the King and Queen of Spain.

A Career as Forger, BlackmailJer and 
Confidence Man.

Shortly after the discovery and arrest of 
Eugene Fairfax Williamson, the tormentor of 
Rey. Dr. Dix, ex-District-Autorney Bliss re- 
ceived from Howard & Co.. jewelers, No. 
264 Fifth avenue. a letter inclosing another 
from Pittsburg, dated in December last and 
signed“ Edward P'. Adams.“ Howard & Co. 
said that if the handwriting of the inclosed 
letter was the same as that of Williamson they 
could probably give Mr. Bliss some interest- 
ing information about his operations bere and 
in Philadelphia. Mr. Bliss submitted the 
letter to Superintendent Gayler, of the Post- 
office, who compared the writing and became 
satisfied that Williamson was its author. 

It appears,“ said Mr. Gayler yesterday to 
a Tribune reporter, “that in December last 
Williamson wrote to Howard & Co. under the 
name of Edward P. Adams inclosing a draft 
for $35 80 drawn by the Pittsburg Forge and 
fron Company, and apparently indorsed by 
the payer over to Eaward P. Adams, who 
again indorsed it to Howard & Co. This draft 
was to pay for a gold chain which was to be 
sent to bim at Pittsburg on approval. Achain 
valued at$18 was forwarded, and the balance, 
$17 80, was returned to him by registered 
letter at the same time. When Howard & Co. 
came to deposit the draft they found that the 
jp dorsement was forged. Before this dis- 
covery was made, however, Williamson, or 
Adams, as he then called himself, wrote an- 
other letter to the firm, asking that toeyv 
should send him a gold wateh and several 
other articles of jewelry, which he desired to 
purchase for Christmas presents. His request 
was not complied with, and the firm saved 
theirgoods. Howard & Co. also informed 
Mr. Bliss tbatfCaldwell & Co., jzweiers, of 


tent by a person in Pittsburg under the same 
name. Mr. Bliss ascertained that the report 
Was correct, and yesterday Mr. Davidson, re- 
presenting Caldwell & Co., identified a fine 
set of jewelry, sleeve buttons, ete., which 
bad been found in Williamson’s trunk, as the

Baltimore his trunk was taken to the Post- 
cfliice building, and has since remained in my 
custody. Williamson has written to me sev- 
eral times asking for the jewelry, but as I had 
vot wind of his transactions I decided to hold 
on to the property until it was claimed by its 


rightful owners. It 18 said that Williamson 
bas swindled Caldwell & Co. to a large extent. 
The drafts he used were mailed by the Pitts— 
burg Forge and [ron Company in street letter 
boxes in Pittsburg, and while we have no 
positive proof on the point, it seems probable 
that Williamson tished the letters out of the 
boxes. About that time there were com- 
plaints that the str. et boxes in Pittsburg had 
been robbed, and there is little doubt that 
Williamson isthe thief. If the charge can be 
brought home to him be can be prosecuted 
under the United States laws.”

WOMAN’S BRAIN. 


How it is Being Deadened and Destroy- 
ed by Fashion. 
From the New York Times.! 

Dr. Richardson is one of the most eminent 
pbysicians of London, and his opinion on any 
subject connected with health or disease is 
wortby of respect. When, therefore, he an- 
nounces thatthe corset “deadens the mental 
capability of women” he furnishes a new and 
powerful argument against that almost uni- 
versally-worn article. 

There has been, sothe most profound dress- 
makers assure us, a wonderful progress in i 
vonstruction of the corset during the present 
century. Sixty years ago it was modeled in 
shape and method of construction upon the 
con mon barrel of commerce. It consisted of 
a series of boards or staves, set on end around 
a nucleus of girl, and held together by cord- 
age instead of hoops. This remarkable struc- 
ture was in general use in New 
England in the days of Puritanism, and un- 
doubtedly was closely connected with the gen- 
eral prevalence of austere morality in the 
Puritanic community. It constituted an im- 
peimeable defense against fires and it chiiled 
ihe ardor of the worldly-minded lover, who 
found no delight in the hard contact of wood 
and coat-sleeve. The New England small boy 
would sometimes borrow the corset of an 
affectionate sister prior to a personal inter- 
view with his father in the woodshed, and 
there is no doubt that, when worn abnormaily 
low, it afforded efficient protection against the 
paiental rod. It was, however, a source of 
great discomfort to the legitimate wearer, and 
the unyielding nature of the stiff, straight 
boards of which it was composed effectually 
prevented it from coming into use outside of 
New England except in isolated and peculiarly 
bony cases. 

‘lo the wooden corset succeeded the whale- 
bone corset, which was introduced into the 
country in the year 1831. (See **Smithsoniao 
Reports,?’ volume 10, section 39.) The char- 
acteristic feature of this corset was the sub- 
stitution of whalebone for wood. Unquestion- 
ably this was zn improvement, since the whale- 
bone was to some extent flexible. Experience 
showed. however, that the whalebone was 
liable to break, and had to be frequently re- 
newed. Infact, the wearer was obiiged to 
furnish herself a new set of ‘*bones,” as they 
were technically called, once every six months. 
A still graver fault was the tendency of an oc- 
casional bone to work upward and oatward. 
Accidents rivaling in horror those formerly 
caused by railway ‘*snake-bends’”? became 
paintully common, and the young husband 
who had succeeded in passing through the 
period of courtship without sustaining an in- 
jury inthe cheek or eye was exceptionally 
foriubate. 

The whalebone corset was succeeded in 
abcut 1840-42 by the steel corset, which has 
since been frequently and greatly improved. 
The steel bones,“ when first used, some- 
times broke and pierced the Wuman in vital 
parts of her person, but accidents of this kind 
bave now become entirely obsolete. Of late 
years it is understood that the corset has beea 
modeled so as to fit the tigure, at least to some 
extent, and bence the usual physiological 
argument against the corset has lost much of 
its force. ‘here is, however, an obvious dif- 
ti culty in obtaining the exact truth in regard 
to this matter, since there is a great and man- 
ife:t difference between archo.ogical and con- 
temporary investigation. ‘Lhe eld assertion 
that the pressure of the corset forced the ribs 
inward, or that they ultimately emerged at 
the back and wore out dresses and upholster- 
ed furniture, was true only of the board and 
whalebone corsets, and the modern dress re- 
formers, When they meet in convention, rare- 
ly denounce the corset, and prefer to spend 
their energies in attacking other articles of 
dress. 

Dr. Richardson’s assertion will have the ef- 
fect to revive the war against the corset. It 
must be confessed that the unlearned man 
will fail to see the connection between tight- 
lacing and the action ofthe brain. He will 
say that the corset compresses only that part 
of the human figure known to anatomists as 
the region between the fourth and the 
eighteenth button, counting downward from 
the neck, and that, inasmuch asthe brain is 
not situated within this region, it can not be 
affected by pressure applied thereto. A little 
reflection, however, will show that the blood, 
when fer bidden to circulate below the fourth 
button, must remain virtually stagnant in the 
head and neck, thus producing cungestion of 
the brain, and, consequently, torpidity of its 
functions. 

It would be easy to show that no woman of 
brilliant intellect has worn corsets. In sup- 
port of this assertion, Sappho and Aspasia, 
George Sand and George Eliot and a host of 
other eminent women might be cited, but it is 
suficient to refer to women of our own time 
and country. The Jongand brilliant career 
of Miss Susan B. Anthony has been marked 
by ber consistent public repudiation of the 
corset in every form, and Mr. Stanley 
Matthews states that not only has he never 
worn a corset, but that, in his opinion, it is an 
immoral sr eng — affair. The example 
afforded by the lives of two eminent Ameri- 
cans should be brought to the attention of Dr. 
Richardson, as affording a strong confirmation 
of his theory that where we find great mental 
power among women of whatever age we also 
find a total absence of corsets. 


Ole Bull’s Castle. 
[From the New Lok Times.! 


Barely a vestige remains of the castle which 
Ole Bull built twenty-eight years ago in Potter 
county, Penn., six miles from New Bergen, 
when he attempted to found there a colony of 
bis countrymen,and met, as he might hive 
expected, with most signal failure. He de- 
signed the castle for his permanent home, and 
erected it on the summit of a mountain, from 
which there was acommanding view. Wish- 
ing to revive in the wilderness of the New 
World some memories of his native land, he 
spent a large sum of money on his project. 
Painters and gilders were taken from this city 
to embellish the structure, one vast room of 
which was intended forthe music hall. The 
roof was of glass; the walls were richly deco- 
rated: it shone withadegree of barbaric 


tplendor; the musician was to 
make it memorable “ with no- 
ble concerts. Before the castle 


had been finished, the colonists grew discon- 
tented, and, though he opened his purse wide- 
ly and labored to remove all causes of trouble, 
he was impotent to do so. He learned about 
the same time that the title tothe 120,000 acres 
he bad purchased was worthless. The parties 
who had sold to him had no claim whatever, 
and the legal owner came forward to assert his 
rights. Overwhelmed with . and 
bankrupt in fortune, Bull relinquished every - 
thing, returned hither, and again had recourse 
to the violin, which has been to him a sort of 
Aluddin’s lamp. Deprived of its chief, the 
colony gradually went to pieces, the colonists 
scattering far and wide. Scarcely one of them 
can now be found at New Bergen, which Bull 
named after his Norwegian birthplace. Al- 
most the sole reminder of his picturesque epi- 
sode is the village of Oleana (so-called in his 
honor),which clusters around the base of the 
mountain, — sy by the once lordly castle, 
known to this day, along with the colonization 
scheme, as Ole Bull’s Folly. » 


Another Duel and Nobody Hurt. 
[From the New Oreans Picayune, April 6. 


Yesterday morning it was rumored that 
Captain Anthony Sambola, of the Orleans 
Artillery, and Major C. C. Cain, of the First 
Kegiment Louisiana National Guard, had, ac- 
companied by seconds and physicians, de- 
parted by the Mobile train to settie an affaire 
d' hoer. Last Friday Major Cain and Cap- 
tain Sambola were arrested, charged with be- 
ing about to fight a duel, and released on pa- 
role by Judge Miltenberger on their pledging 
themselves not to violate the statute against 
dueling within the precincts of this State. 
The facts which brought about the meeting 
are as follows: Last Friday evening Captain 
Sambola entered the Vaudeville Saloon’ on 


Royal sereet; while there his hat was 
pushed down over his eyes by 
some person behind him. Having 
rt moved the obstruction, he imme- 


diately turned around, and seeing Maj. Cain, 
in his excitement accused him of having in- 
sulted bim. A few angry words were passed, 
and Capt. Sambola was struck by Maj. Cain. 
The next day a challenge was forwarded by 
Capt. Sambola and — one but before any of 
the preliminaries couid be arranged the police 
arrested the principals. Last eveniog the duel 
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was the talk of the town. It was reported 
that Cain had been killed and Sambola wound- 
ed in the arm; that both belligerents had been 
killed; that Sambola was the party killed; 
but none of the above reports could be traced 
to any authentic source. Long before 9:3) 
o’clock the Moblie depot was crowded with 
the friends of the respective belligerents, who’ 
were anxiously awaiting the arrival of the 
train and the*corpse. As the train steamed 
into the depot, and Capt. Sambola and 
Maj. Cain. accompanied by their friends, 
emerged from one of the cars, there 
could be heard such exclamations as, Ah! 
there he is! He's not dead. I told you that 
talk was dead wrong.’’ The panty which left 
on the morning train consisted of Major Cain, 
Mr. J. V. (Guillotte and Capt. A. M. Ancoin 
his seconds, Dr. J. C. Beard, surgeon, an 
Messrs. Charles Kennedy and Joho O’Niel as 
friends; Capt. Sambola, Col. Bachemin, of the 
Orleans Artillery, and Capt. A. Selle, com- 
manding the Francs Tireurs, as seconds, and 
Dr. J. C. Haya, surgeon. They got off at 
Biloxi and repzired to the Bulledeck place. 
The weapons selected were dueling pistols 
and the distance fifteen paces. Col. Bache- 
min won the choice of position, and, having 
measured off the ground, placed Capt. Sam- 
bola. Major Cain then took his stand. The 
word was given by Col. Bachemin, and simul- 
taneously the pistols were discharged. No 
harm was done by the bulles Col. Bache- 
min announced that Capt. Sambola’s honor 
was satisfied.. Major Cain’s friends replied 
that they were also satistied. The two prin- 
c pals then shook hands. The whole party 
proceeded to Montross’s Hotel, where they 
partook of dinner, during the enjoyment of 
which all ul feeling was svon dispelled.

A horrible story of aduel between two in- 
habitants of Morocco is reported from Oran.

foot. After the two men had received several 


bullets in different parts of their bodies they 
closed and commenced a violent and horrible 
struggle with their knives. One of the men 
thrust his knife into the other’s throat and 
received a cut from his enemy which opened 
the whole of his chest. Too weak to use their 
arms, the dying men took to biting one an- 
other, and expired, the one with his teeth 
closing on the other’s cheek, who gave up his 
last breath in endeavoring to rip open his ad- 
versary’s body. The object of the encounter 
was thus gained, as each prevented the other 
obtaining the band of the girl, who must in 
future endeavor onlv to captivate one admirer 
at atime if she wishestosecure a husbaad. 
Aftei all, this is child’s play compared with 
a desperate encounter described by the Im- 
parcial of Madrid as taking place at Valparai- 
so. A quarrel between two rival professors 
of music led to a challenge, the instrument 
selected being neither pen nor sword, but the 
piano. The conditions of tne encounter“? 
were that neither party should eat or drink 
until honor had been declared duly satisfied, 
and that no waltzes or other lively airs snould 
de indulged in. Seconds were appointed and 
the duel proceeded without intermission for 
48 hours, at the end of which time one of the 
musicians, after playing a Miserere“ for the 
150th time, fell forward and sank exhausted 
on the floor. He was taken up a corpse. His 
adversary had been literally transformed into 
an “enraged musician,“ and was in that state 
removed to the hospital. The seconds them- 
selves gave signs of being seriously ‘‘*touch- 
ed,’’ and each of the pianos was found to 
be ina hopelessly crazy condition. Such,

A BLACK PEST. 


The Horde of Vicious, Idle Negroes at 
{ Washington Cor. Troy T'mes.!] 

Perhaps the fact that one colored murderer 
wus executed here last Friday, and three 
more ure under sentence for the 30th of the 
month, and that another fiend in humanform, 
an immense negro six feet three inches high, 
is under indictment for the supreme crime 
against a woman, while forthe same offense 
perpetrated upon a deformed girl 11 years old, 
still another bus just been sent to the peniten- 
tiary at Albany fur thirtv years, will indicate 
to ibe public mind what a dangerous class of 
population the capital city 1s burdened with. 
About 42 percent of the entire enrollment 
bere are colored. Among them are to be found 
a class who are able and relatively cultured, 
some of them filing clerkships inthe depart- 
ments,and teachers’ desks for their race; while 
one, a graduate of Oxford, Engiand, the 
Rey. A'exander Crummles, takes an honora- 
bie rank among the Episcopal clergy of the 
city, and Howard University and Wilberforce 
Seminary are annually sending out classes of 
fairly eaucated young colored men and women 
ambitious of a future. Little beiow these are 
the large and h- norable body of trained house 
servants to our weaithier families, hotel wait- 
ers, mechanics, departmental me:sengers, 
dressmakers and seams’resses. ‘The voca- 
tions I have named constitute the upperten- 
dom of our dark-browed citizens. Then come 
the respectable **middle class,“ made up of 
porters, teamstere, wash-women (the best I 
Dave ever seen inthe world), ordinrry house 
servants aud day-laborers in various capaci- 


ties, useful and necessary to the 
city’s well-being. But these two 
classes constitute a minority. There is 
a dense substratum of ingnorant aad 


vicious humanity for whom the most philan- 
thropic heait can see little chance in this 
worid or the next. They are a constant 
menace to the city’s safety and peace. When 
suttrage existed here they constituted an ele- 
ment so dangerous in the hands of local dema- 
gogues that the reputable class of white resi- 
dents giadly gave up the franchise to be rid of 
the mischief they wrought and submitted to 
be governed as Congress should determine. 
The squalor in which some of tuese live far 
(xcetds anything I ever saw in Chinatown, 
San Francisco, and their suosisteres is largely 
gained by begging and tbisvery. It is a 
favorite plan with the common sort of 
house-servants here to have aroom of their 
own away from the establishment of 
theiremployers, where they go nightly to 
sleep. ‘This is encouraged by many fami- 
lies, to Whom itis a convenience on account 
of high rents and contracted quarters; butjit 
furnishes a hiding place for eatables and 
wearables abstracted from these employers for 
the benefit of disreputabie hangers-on. Many 
idle, loafing men are thus supported by these 
domestics. Ii is a cardinal point with the 
aversge negro bere to have a wife, or a mis- 
tiess, who can support him. This is not 
wholly his fault, for the labor of their women 
is more largely in demand than their own; 
but with great unanimity they refuse to go 
out into the country to work on the farms of 
Maryland and Virginia, which are suffering 
fur just such labor, choosing rather to be 
vagabonds here,pensioners on their female ac- 
quaintances or on the public bounty. A mis- 
taken charity to such was the“ penny luaca,’’ 
opened here twoycars ago last winter bya well- 
intentioned but erratic woman, and assisted by 
Congress with an appropriation of 5100 a 
month. The true policy would be to seatter 
this excess of humanity, vicious in part 
through helpless idleness, into regions remote 
from this Mecca oftheir aspirations, which 
Washington has been ever since the days of 
the reliable contraband’’ in the war. An 
exodus which should begin hereand trans- 
plant these cumberers on the limited wealth 
of the city to healthy rural regions where la- 
bor could be made attractively remunerative 
to them would decrease the rate of crime, and 
rob our local gallows of many a future victim. 
The death rate among the colored population 
is more than twice that among the whites,and 
the District jail is flush with colored crimin- 
als of various degrees, while the lowest bag- 
nios of the city are kept and peopled dy col- 
ored women, for customers white and black. 


Charles Reade. 
From the New York Times. 


Charles Reade, for an author of his reputa- 
tion, has managed better than most writers to 
keep the knowiedge of his personal life from 
the public. Very little is known about him, 
and yet,in the number and virility of his 
works, he is one of the foremost writers of 
the day. Like Dickens, he delights to take 
up subjects which lead to reform, and have 
noise in them, and has been apparently indif- 
ferent as to the opinion the public might have 
ofhim. He was born in 1814, and was grad- 
uated at Magdalen College, Oxford, some 
twenty years later. He is said to be very fond 
of bis old college, where he had a Fellowship. 
In 1843, he was called to the bar, at Lincoln’s 
Inn, and thence passed into the field of author- 
ship. In his books, two points crop out 
very sharply: one is is pronounced 
opinion as an anti-Malthusian, the other, his 
profound contempt for the art of government 
as understood in these days. He has none 
of the qualities of an orator or a popular 
tribune, but this does not prevent his being 
ambitious. He talks very much as he writes, 
and is strong in the belief that his books will 
live. He usually names his own terms to 
editors, and has what he asks. For a story in 
the Cornhill he was paid atthe rate of three 

uineas a page, with absolute right of repro- 

uction. His earliest literary work, dated 
1852, ‘*Masks and Faces,“ was a comedy; his 
first novel, Peg Woffington,’’ appeared in 
1853, and his authorship has alternated every 
year between the two, up to the presentd ate.

like a middle-aged French gentleman. He 
has a bright face, a strong, vigorous glance of 
the eve, and wears a full beard. His head is 
slightly bald. He dresses strictly in the con- 
ventional style.

The Costumes of Our Grandmothers 
Reproduced.

Glancing at the fashion books of fifty and 
even seventy years agoit is curious to note 
how in many points we are retursing tothe 
modes then in vegue. Nothing but short 
dresses were to be seen a half century ago; 
the skirts were just long enough to show the 
shoes and boots, and were trimmed with satin 
rouleax and bias folds. The fashionable 
colors were Christmas holly — green, 
scarlet, pink, clarence blue, giraffe yellow, 
porceau, camel’s hair brown, Indian red, 
camelopard yeliow, mocassa brown, apricot, 
olive, peau de serpent, burrage blue, Egyp- 
ian sand, Indian red and violet shot with bot - 
tle green—for shot siiks were coming in then.

dress hats were adopted with 
full evening dress, made of 8at- 
in and gauze, with blonde lap- 


pets and plumes of ostrich or marabout feath- 
ers or floral wreaths, birds of paradise being 
arranged inside and out. Lhey were placed far 
back on the head. It istobe hoped that we 
shall not readopt anything so startling as 8 
hat of paradise yellow, lined with crimson 
velvet, trimmed with white puflingsand yel- 
low ribbon, brocaded black, as worn by a 
belle of that day. There is much to learn in 
avoiding past follies. Our dresses have of 
late clung closely to the figure, but have nev- 
eras yet attained the scantiness of those 
times. The skirts were always scanty as 
wellas short, and trimmed often with one or 
two gathered flounces, scalloped at the edge, 
surmounted by one or two rows of straight 
satin rouleaux; the bodices full and banded, 
the sleeves large and puffed. Such bodice 
and pufted sleeves are coming in again, as 
well as short dresses for evening, Which inay, 
and verv likely will, resolve themselves ute 
short princesses, not unlike pelisses.

Allowing a Son- in-Law a Four Thousand 
Dollar Claim.

Judge Woerner's Opinion Delivered in 
the Probate Court This Morning. 


Judge Woerner delivered an iateresting writ- 
ten opinion this morning on the claim of Geo. 
‘Geist against the estate of Rudolpa Bircher, 
for $6,000. Geist married Bircher’s daughter, 
and for two or three years was associated with 
his father-in-law inthe management of the 
Laclede Hotel. The Judge allows Geist $4,- 
716. 

THE OPINION. 

George Geist vs. John C. Vogel, executor of 

the estate of Rudolph Bircher. 

Claimant presents for allowance against the 
estate of his father-in-law a demand ‘‘for 


services rendered at the Laclede-Bircher Ho- 
tel“ for three years, six months and three 
days, $6,020, being at the rate of 5200 per 
month. 

The evidence discloses tbat the claim- 
ant was busy at the Laclede-Bircher 
Hotel from the day ‘on -which the deceased 
tcok charge of it, December 11, 1876, until 
the day ot his death, June 19,1879. He did 
the buying for the house, marketing, etc., 
sometimes buying the dinner ware and car- 
petirg that was wanted, almost everything, as 
the witness De Baume expressed it. Ile had 
charge of the store- room. witha store-keeper 
under him superintending; was down in the 
kitchen. in the bake-shop, in 
the wash-hotse, in the wash-room, in the 
bar-room, in the rooms up-stairs, 
all over the house, „doing everything 

. that a man can possibly do’’—attending to the 
repairs and buying things. The witness De 
Baume testified that he did not know exactly 
whatto call the position occupied by the 
„la imant, but that he was superintending and 
nanaging. 

On behalf of the estate it was shown that 

here was a full complement of clerks and ser- 
apts for each department—a superintendent 
jor part of the time, a steward, cashier, book- 
keeper, ete., and that Bircher himself was 
present looking after things as proprietor and 
manager. It was also shown that Bircher oa 
one occasion gave acheck to Geist for $500, that 
this amount was charged to Geist and bal - 
anced his account, being the only item in said 
account during the whole time that Bircher 
owned the hotel. 

The question presented for adjudication is, 
then, whether the rendition of the services 
and their acceptance by the deceased] created 
2 legal liability against Bircher, and if so, 
what is the value of the services rendered. 

The 

DEFENSES RELIED ON 
are: 

1. That if there is a liability at all, it must 

upon an implied contract to 
work for 22,400 per year; and 
that since such contract extended 
ever a period of one year it is within the stat- 
ute of frauds and an action can be brought 
thereon. But if there was a contract or 
agreement at all, it has obviously been exe- 
cuted and the action is not onthe agreement 
but for the services. rendered. 

2. That since the claimant has declared on 
an agreement and there was no proof of em- 
ployment, promise or contract-in any shape, 
there can be uo recovery. It is not 
perceived why, under the statement of 
claimant’s cause of action, there can be no 
recovery either upon the theory of assumpsit 
or any other form of indebtedness sustained 
by proof. 

3. That claimant eannot recover on the theo- 
ry ofan impled contract because being theson- 
in-law of the deceased, the presumption of a 
promiséto pay for services rendered, which 
the Jaw raises in cases of strangers, 

Dos NOT APPLY 
in this case. Whatever may be the law on 
this subject in other States, it is well estab- 
lished in Missouri that where a child remains 
inthe family or in the employment of par- 
ents, or those standing to it in loco parentis, 
beyond the period of majority, the ordinary 
legal presumption of a promise to pay for 
services rendered, bv the child is 
rebutted by the existence of tue family rela- 
tion. The claimant, however, was nota mem- 
ber of deceased’s family in anysense contem- 
plated inthe above rule. He was a married 
man, had a business of his own, and neither 
ofthe parties seem to have been dependent 
upon the other for support or maintenance. 

In alegal sense, then, they were strangers to 

each other, and the, ordinary presumptions of 
law apply. 

It remains thento determine the value of 
the services rendered. 

Mr. De Baume estimated the services to be 
worth $2,000 a year. , 

Mr. Charles Scudder, of the Lindell, thought 
52,000 reasonable compensation. 

Mr. L. A. Pratt testified that Mr. 
earned $2,500 a year. 

Upon the whole, the testimony of Scudder 
Seems to be the most reliable as to 
the value. He puts it at. $2,000 a year, which 
is accordingly allowed. Judgment for J, 716.

BOLD BURGLARY. 

House-Breakers Rob a Webster Avenue 

Residence of $300 Worth of Jewelry 
and Silverware. 

Between 1 and 2 o’clock last Saturday after- 
noon a bold burglary was perpetrated at the 
residence of Mr. Marcus M. Pratt, No. 4503 
Webster avenue. Aboutthat hour Mrs. Pratt 
and her daughter made a short call at a neigh- 
bor’s, and on return ng discovered that the 
house had been broken into and robbed of a 
large amount of silverware. The burglars, 
who had evidently spotted the house for some 


time, entered the yard, and going into the cel- 
Jar procured a hatchet, with which they broke 


the lock off the kitchen door. They 
then began to pack up all the 
silverware down stairs, carefully closing 


everything after them and locking closets 
and drawers sothatif Mrs. Pratt returned 
before the 4 of the job and while 
they were at work in the upper story her sus- 
picions would not be aroused, at once causing 
an outcry and frustrating the work. When 
the lower story was thoroughly ransacked 
they went upstairs where they were less par- 
ticular in covering up their tracks leaving ev- 
erything topsy-turvy. Ilaving secured ev- 
erything of value that could be easily taken 
out, they wrapped the silver up in linen 
cloths, which they brought with them for 
the purpose. One of these cloths was found 


upon the floor after their departure. Hav- 
ing completed the job, they made 
a quiet exit, escaping unnoticed. 


When Mr. Pratt took an inventory of the 
missing articles he found that twenty-six 


pieces of silverware, including several 
articles which were wedding or Christ - 
mas presents and of the most 


modern and costly kind, had been taken, with 
a dress coat and vest belonging to himself. 
Tne burglars must have been experts, as they 
did not take any of the plated-ware which 
was lving beside the solid silver. With the 
jewelry and table-ware and clothing, all 
counted, Mr. Pratt estimates his loss at some- 
thing very near $300. Considering the time 
and place and mode of working the job it was 
certainly onefof the boldest that has been 
perpetrated in that quarter for some 
time. Mr. Pratt is convinced 
from numerous circumstances that the opera- 
tors were professionals. An attempt was 
made on the house last November, when they 
cut a circular piece of glass from near the 
latch of one of the windows, but falling onthe 
carpet it attracted the attention of the lady of 
the house, and the men beat a hasty and suc- 
cessful retreat. Some suspicious characters 
were seen in the vicinity of late. Of the arti- 
cles stolen some were were marked“ '.,“ and 
others Maggie.“ The burglars left no clue.

Every body who has enjoyed the alleged lux- 
ury of a drive in the suburbs of St. Louis has 
felt the full misery of the dust-laden breezes, 
which put pleasure entirely out of the ques- 
tion, and make the ride a mockery and a sham. 
There is not a_ single road leading 
out of St. Louis, from Bellefontaine on 
the north tothe Stringtown on the south, 
which is fit for carriage travel. The heavy lime 
dust lies inches thick en every thoroughfare 


and is picked up by each breath of air and 
forced into the lungs of the wayfarer. 
Where there is no macadam upon the 
roads the heavy clay has been pulverized 
even deeper, and it is no exagfieration to say 
that the hot simoons of dust utterly destroy 
all the possible enjoyment to be found in the 
evening drive. 
THE WESTERN DRIVE. 

Despite the unpleasant surroundings Page 
avenue and the other thoroughfares in 
the western part of the town are crowded 
every evening, even now before the season 
bas really opened, and at least a thousand 
vehicles can be counted every fine afternoon. 
The Post-DISPATCH means to inaugurate an 
anti-dust mission which will render 
at least one drive a pleasant 
one, and wbich will be so practical and full of 
good results that the trifling assessment will 
not be observed by those who are benefited. 
Out to Grand avenue the streets are kept ina 
sufticiently clean manner, but beyond that 
line of demarcation the trouble begins. 
Along Page avenue, down to Union and 
along Union to Forest Park, through 
the park and back to town by Lindell avenue, 
isa circuit of about five miles.

It will be seen that if these avenues were 
dustless a most pleasant drive would be the 
result; in Forest Park the distance traversed 
might be extended almost indtienitely, and 
there is no doubt that travel would increase 
immensely if the indicated roads were thore- 
oughly and systematically sprinkled. 

An effort in this direction was made on 
Page avenue some years ago, but it fell 
through, partly because of the scarcity of 
water, and partly because people did not care 
to go out and come back on the same road. 

THE SCHEME 
which the POST-DISPATCH has to propose is 


this, that those gentlemen who use or

It will cost less 
than a thousand dollars a month to sprinkle 
the necessary three miles of the circuit, and 
the amount ought’ to be easily raised 
among the more than a thousand 
people who use the drive. Gentlemen who 
are Willing to contribute tothis scheme will 
please send their names tothe Posr- Dis- 
PATCH office and Mr. Simmons will shortly 
issue a call for a meeting at which the project 
may be fully discussed.

Louis, [deem it my duty to ask you kindly to 
publish these few words in reply. The said 
prisoner was sent here January 23, 188), ona 
sentence from the Courtof Criminal Correc- 
tion for open and notorious adultery. His 
legal wife has had a standing permit from the 
oftice of his Honor the Mayor to visit him as 
often as convenient to her. The rule of the 
prison is that visitors can speak to a prisoner 


only five minutes at a time. Instead 
of that I permitted her to speak from 
filteen to twenty-five minutes to him 


because I felt sorry for her little children, and 
to give them a chance to unite in case she 
could secure his pardon, I even offered to give 
a certificate for good behavior. When he 
came down be seemed to be of delicate health 
and I instructed the guards to give him the 
easiest work, and since his being here he 
vained in weight at least twenty-five to thirty 
pounds. I can prove my treatment towards 
that man to be of the best nature. I will prove 
it by all the employes and all the prisoners, if 
necessary.

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THE SIGN MANUAL. 
Various Methods by Which Men Have 
Made their Signatures. 
From the London Globe. 


The practice of signing as a mode of giving 
formal assent to written contracts cr charters 
is probably as old as, and in one sense we may 
say older thun, the art of handwriting. Amongst 
all peoples the art of authenticating a docu- 
ment was accomplished by the most illiterate 
persons, either by affixing a stamp with the 
signet ring they carried, or by imitating the 
process of signing by some other and ruder 
device. Conspicuous amongst these more 
rustic maneuvers was that which Gibbon men- 
tions as adoptea by Theodoric, the great 
Ostrogoth king of Italy. He had a gold plate 
made, in which the first few letters of his name 
were cut in the Greek character; and when a 

aper had to be signed by himthe plate was 
aid upon it and his Majesty, passing the pen 
along the paper in the interstices of the metal, 
traced by these means the royal signature, 
which he could never remember in avy other 
way. A still more barbarous and ungairly de- 
vice was that which was invented,or at least 
practiced, by the Turkish Sultans of Iconium, 
when that town was their capital. They simply 
dipped their band in the bow! of ink presented 
to them, and laying it flatupon the papes or 
papyrus, left the indelible impress of it in a

gigantie and most conspicuous shape. A some 


what similar habit is reported from India, 
waere landuwners intheMahratta country are, 


or were until lately, accustomed to dip their 


thumb in the sandal dye, and by pressing it 
on the paper leave their sign manual, or, 


as in this case it should perhaps be called, 


their sign digital. This was in the case 
of rajahs or zemindars, who could not write 
their own name; but it is said that in another 
bart of India a Brahmin who was highly edu- 
cated resorted to a practice very like that of 
the Iconian Sultans whenever it was his inten- 
tion to make a generous and cempre hensive 
grapt, the character of which he thought 
would be well typified by the mark of the 
open hand. The orign of the mark with 
which illiterates now sign is enveloped in some 
doubt; but it would be quite wrong to suppose 
that the cross they now use was employed in 
very early times. On the contrary, it is said 
that for many centuries after the dark ages 
those who could not afford to wear a ring or 
keep a signet used to make some special and 
pecuilar mark, such as an arrow-head, in 
which it was supposed, and perhaps rightly, 
that their autograph could be recognized.
